Regeneration plan includes a cafe inside an old London Routemaster

A CAFE inside an old London 
Routemaster double-decker bus is 
one of the proposed features of an 
imaginative scheme to redevelop a 
disused council staff car park. 

It is part of plans by Haringey Council to 
transform the former Station Road car park 
and adjacent empty local authority offices 
into a creative and artistic hub to regenerate 
Wood Green. 

The Wood Green Campus Project will 
rejuvenate the vacant space providing 
workshops, exhibition space, creative stu¬ 
dios and offices, micro allotments, the 
cafe-in-a-bus and a central square for mar¬ 
ket pitches and cultural events. 

The council has already secured 
£580,000 of Greater London Authority 


funding towards the scheme, which will 
create 30 jobs and is scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted in the spring of next year. 

The first phase has already been com¬ 
pleted with the opening of the UK’s first 
arts hotel, cafe-bar and restaurant. 

The Green Rooms is a social enterprise 
offering affordable accommodation to peo¬ 
ple working in the arts. 

“This is an exciting project to bring 
vacant land, a car park and buildings owned 
by the council back to life and deliver 
something really vibrant for Wood Green 
residents,” said Joe Goldberg, the council’s 
cabinet member for economic develop¬ 
ment, social inclusion and sustainability. 

“The project is a clear signal that 
regeneration in the area is starting and 
will provide local people with more train¬ 
ing and employment opportunities and 
things to do.”

A rubbish way to raise cash 


A SCHEME which aims to 
reduce litter and raise money 
for charities was launched in 
Tottenham on Friday. 

The more litter dropped into 
specially marked Bin It For 
Good street bins, the larger the 
sum donated. 

The scheme, which is being 
run jointly by Keep Britain Tidy 
and Haringey Council, has had 
significant success where it has 
been trialled with other local 
authorities, reducing litter on the 
streets by 17 per cent. 

The first charity in Haringey 
to benefit from Bin It For Good 
is Don’t Forget the Kids, which 
supports children up to the age 
of 17 who have a parent or carer 
who has cancer. 

It was set up by mother-of-two 


Nicola Dady from Tottenham, 
and runs a weekly support 
group for parents and their 
children at the Broadwater 
Children’s Centre, in Adams 
Road, Tottenham. 

She attended the launch of 
the scheme with fellow 
representatives of the charity 
and Peray Ahmet, Haringey 
Council’s cabinet member for 
the environment. 

“Bin It For Good will make 
our pavements, parks and streets 
cleaner and raise hundreds of 
pounds for local charities,” said 
Ms Peray. 

“This is a brilliant idea by 
Keep Britain Tidy to get people 
to drop litter in bins rather than 
on our streets and it’s fantastic 
Haringey is taking part.”

FIVE candidates are set to 
contest a council by-election 
for one of the three seats in 
Tottenham’s St Ann’s ward 
next Thursday (October 6). 

They are Josh Dixon 
(Liberal Democrat); Janus

Stewart (Green); Noah Tucker 


(Labour); and Ellis Turell 
(Conservative). 

The Haringey Council 
seat became vacant in 
August following the 
resignation of Peter Morton, 
Labour’ former cabinet 
member for safeguarding 
adults and disabilities. 


The ward, bounded by West 
Green Road to the north, 
Sevens Sisters Road to the 
east and Green Lanes, 
Harringay in the west, was 
won by Mr Morton in 2014 
with Labour gaining a 
734-vote majority over the 
second-placed Greens.

Tottenham set for 
£68m cash boost 

AMBITIOUS plans to regenerate north 
Tottenham have taken a step forward with 
the release of £62million of Greater London 
Authority funding. 

The cash is the second tranche of money 
earmarked for Haringey Council’s housing 
zone and will help secure delivery of up to 
4,800 new homes, a new centre and 
thousands of new jobs. 

The funding will support projects including 
the High Road West scheme. 

The 11-hectare scheme will deliver 1,400 
new homes, a public space linking a 
revamped £14m White Hart Lane railway 
station to Tottenham Hotspur’s new £600m 
stadium, plus a park, restaurants, bars, 
cafes, a library and a learning centre as well 
as a public area to host screenings and 
community events. 

The GLA funding will cover the significant 
infrastructure and land assembly costs 
associated with the scheme. 

Almost £45m of funding from the first 
phase of the GLA’s housing zone investment 
has already been committed to help finance 
plans for the delivery of a new centre 
and thousands of future homes in 
Tottenham Hale.

Court throws out second bid 
to block work on cycle lanes

CAMPAIGNERS have vowed to fight on despite a 
second failed High Court bid to stop the controversial 
£42million Cycle Enfield scheme going ahead. 

Save Our Green Lanes applied for an injunction last 
week to halt construction work for a cycle route 
which had begun on a stretch of the A105 at Ridge 
Avenue, Winchmore Hill. 

The cycle route will eventually run the length of the 
main road between Palmers Green and Enfield Town. 

But the judge refused to grant a court order on the 
grounds it was not lawful under the current statute. 

A previous legal challenge by the group for a judi¬ 
cial review of the scheme was turned down by a High 
Court judge last month. 

The latest twist in the long-running conflict sparked 
a war of words between SOGL and Enfield Council 
this week. 

The campaign group claims the council has ignored 
widespread opposition from residents and businesses 
who fear trade will be hit across Enfield Town and 
Southbury Road as well as Hertford Road. 

Speaking after the court ruling, group spokes¬ 
woman Helen Osman said the campaigners had not 
given up and warned there “would almost certainly”

be further legal action using crowdfunding to meet 
the costs. 

She branded the council’s consultation “a sham”, 
claiming contractors were already waiting to start 
work within days of it finishing. 

“Basically, they have run roughshod over the wishes 


of residents,” she said. “The council knows that this 
is desperately unpopular all over the borough. The 
simple fact is the roads are just too narrow for 
cycle lanes. 

“They are running the cycle lanes down the busiest 
roads, forcing all vehicles into one lane, and it’s going 
to cause complete chaos. There are going to be more 
buses stopping, so it’s going to be a nightmare,” Mrs 
Osman added. 

The council said the scheme had taken account of 
the comments of people living along the route and 
had been significantly modified to reflect them. 

It said it was confident that Cycle Enfield would 
transform the borough’s town centres, revolutionise 
transport and hugely benefit businesses. 

“Save Our Green Lanes has repeatedly failed to per¬ 
suade independent judges that there is anything 
flawed about the A105 Cycle Enfield scheme,” said a 
council spokesman. 

“While they [SOGL] have been pursuing this 
course of action, the council has spent 18 months lis¬ 
tening to thousands of residents and businesses to 
produce a scheme that meets the needs of the vast 
majority of people in the borough. 

“The decision to proceed with the borough-wide 
Cycle Enfield proposals is fully supported by cabi¬ 
net,” the spokesman added.

“National Police Memorial Day unites the 
country in national recognition of officers 
who have given us their all. 

“It is a significant day of remembrance 
to ensure our fallen officers must not, and 
will not, be forgotten.”

Inquest into hospital patient’s death

AN investigation is to take place into whether 
hospital surgeons could have acted earlier to save 
the life of a 53-year-old Enfield woman. 

Koula Christou was found to be suffering from 
internal bleeding on the day she died at Barnet 
Hospital on January 27 this year. 

Yet it is claimed that she was last on the list for 
an endoscopy and had to wait a further several 
hours before a decision was made to operate - 
during which time she suffered a cardiac arrest. 


Andrew Walker, senior coroner for north Lon¬ 
don, is now set to hold an inquest into the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding Ms Christou’s death. 

He will ask questions about the provision of 
interventional radiology services at the hospital. 

Emily Palmer, a clinical negligence solicitor of 
law firm Penningtons Manches, who is acting on 
behalf of Ms Christou’s family, said: “This is a 
deeply distressing and upsetting case for the fam¬ 
ily. It’s hoped that the family’s questions regard¬ 
ing Koula’s sad death will be answered during the 
coronial process and help them come to terms 
with their loss.” 


A statement issued by Penningtons Manches 
following a pre-inquest review held on Wednes¬ 
day last week states that Ms Christou had spent 
nearly four weeks as an inpatient at Barnet Hos¬ 
pital before she suffered a gastrointestinal bleed 
on January 26, 2016. 

It says: “At 9.49am on January 27 medical staff 
decided that Ms Christou required an endoscopy, 
but she was last on the list for that day. The 
endoscopy, which took place at 3.45pm, con¬ 
firmed that she was actively bleeding. 

“Following the endoscopy, the medical staff 
recommended that Ms Christou undergo an 


angiogram under the interventional radiology 
team. However, as there was no provision for 
such services at Barnet Hospital after 5pm, a 
decision was made to transfer Ms Christou to 
another hospital. 

“Ms Christou suffered a cardiac arrest at about 
7.30pm while waiting for the transfer. It was not 
until 9.15pm that a decision was made to take Ms 
Christou to theatre. Unfortunately, her life could 
not be saved and she passed away at 11.07pm.” 

The inquest is scheduled to open on October 31 
at Barnet Coroner’s Court and is likely to last for 
four days.

Council earmarks 
£50,000 for new 
Christmas lights

ENFIELD Council will spend £50,000 on new 
Christmas lights despite having to find millions 
of pounds in cutbacks. 

Austerity measures forced by central govern¬ 
ment mean the council has to make £56million of 
cuts by 2020. 

But festive decoration plans, unveiled this 
week, confirm that four Christmas trees will be 
installed in the borough - in Enfield Town, 
Palmers Green, Southgate and Cockfosters. 

Lights will also be hung on buildings in 
Edmonton Green and Ponders End will see lights 
added to park trees. 

The council said it had set aside £50,000 to 
replace current lights and “turn town centres into 
winter wonderlands to attract shoppers”. 

Council cabinet member for economic regener¬ 
ation and business Alan Sitkin said: “We want to 
do everything we can to support our town 
centre businesses during the crucial Christmas 


period and we will be installing fantastic displays 
in town centres to brighten them up over the 
busiest time of the year and get more shoppers 
into Enfield.” 

Mr Sitkin admitted that the council’s current 
lights had mostly “reached the end of their usable 
life” and the local authority could not afford to 
replace them all, which, he said, would cost 
£ 200 , 000 . 

Instead, the council is asking businesses to 
donate money or any extra decorations they have 
to help boost the festive spirit. 

Mr Sitkin added: “We simply do not have that 
money, so we are asking retailers and local busi¬ 
nesses who think their areas would benefit from 
more extensive displays to contribute towards 
their cost.” 

The council says it will cover the costs of fitting, 
testing, storing and powering the lights funded by 
retailers and will keep using them in future years.

Fake ‘Viagra’ seized during raids

FAKE “Viagra” has been 
seized after a sting operation 
carried out by customs and 
trading standards officers 
with sniffer dogs. 

More than 100 doses of 
the erectile dysfunction 
medications Sildamax 
and Kamagra Oral Jelly 
were handed over in a 
barber’s shop during raids 
carried out on Friday night 
last week. 

Other illegal goods - 
non-duty paid tobacco and 
alcohol - were seized during 
the same operation across 
north London. 

Enfield Council’s cabinet 
member for environment 
Daniel Anderson said: 
“Selling unlicensed medi¬ 
cines is not only illegal, but 
poses a serious health risk. 

“Unlicensed medicines 
can be extremely dangerous 
as they may contain 
impurities and incorrect 
ingredients, and there is no 
way of knowing whether 
they have been manufactured 


to acceptable quality and 
safety standards. 

“Though I appreciate that 
such products offered in this 
way may appear tempting, 
please don’t be fooled. 

“These criminals are not 
interested in your health - 
just your money. 

“Taking any unlicensed 
medical products in this 
way is a risk just not 
worth taking. 

“I therefore strongly 


recommend that anyone who 
needs advice or treatment 
for a medical condition, 
however sensitive, visits their 
GP and only obtains medical 
products from reputable 
high street outlets or online 
retailers displaying the 
distance selling logo.” 

Anyone who suspects illegal 
or counterfeit products are 
being sold in Enfield should 
contact the council’s trading 
standards team.

lecturer was describing the 
essayist’s love of London’s

My attention wandered to a 
plaque on the church wall, a 
war memorial to workers from 
the Eley’s factory.

The Engineering Union, 
which then had thousands of 
members in Edmonton, 
occupied premises just across 
Fore Street, in a Victorian 
house long since prettied up 
and flogged off. 

Nearby, the handsome Co-op 
building, another institution 
which many local residents 
used (and paid for), is also now 
in private hands. 

The old Labour movement - 
party, unions, Co-op - was part 
of our urban landscape. 

It was right-wing, but it had 
deep roots in the everyday lives 
of ordinary people.

The council’s response to the 
numerous emails they have received 
from disgruntled permit holders is as 
follows:

It said it would discuss the 
possibility of lifting the parking 
restrictions in Leigh Hunt Drive 
itself, but would need to consult all 
the residents before being able to take 
this any further. 

Clearly, it is highly unlikely that 
the residents are going to agree 
to this.

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Businesses sold 
illegal cosmetics 

Magistrates hand out fines totalling £30,000 


FOUR businesses which sold 
illegal cosmetics containing 
banned ingredients including 
cancer-causing chemicals have 
been fined a total of £30,000. 

The string of prosecutions 
follow a clampdown on unsafe 
ingredients in Enfield last year 
when 3,727 items were sus¬ 
pended from sale, with 30 dif¬ 
ferent products being taken off 
the shelves and 1,164 cosmetics 
destined for the shredder. 

Trading standards experts 
searched 11 stores across the 
borough for unsafe cosmetics 
which failed to meet EU rules 
as part of Operation Trawl. 

Shops were told about the 
legal obligations and ordered to 
remove goods which failed to 
meet the standards from 
their shelves. 

Trading standards officers 
went back to the shops, seized 
any remaining items and 
destroyed them. Four compa¬ 
nies were prosecuted. 

Magistrates fined Edmonton 
business Kannan Stores Ltd 
and its directors Kanagasabapa- 
thy Mannivannan and Kana- 
gasabapathy Mathisoody 
£20,025 on September 11 after 
they admitted five breaches of 



cosmetics regulations. Totten¬ 
ham magistrates’ court also 
imposed costs of £1,762 on the 
Fore Street business. 

Shaba Hair and Cosmetics 
(UK) Ltd was prosecuted for 
selling a hair dye which con¬ 
tained a banned carcinogen, 
O-Aminophenol. The business, 
which is based in South Mall, 
Edmonton, and director 
Mohammad Imran pleaded 
guilty to cosmetics regulation 
breaches and were fined 
£1,875, with £720 costs. 

Afromart Mini Market Ltd, 
in Hertford Road, and director 
Eddie Frimpong were fined 
£2,945, with £250 costs, 
after admitting breaching 
cosmetics regulations. 

Beautyqueens Cosmetics 


(Wood Green) Ltd, in 
Fore Street, Edmonton, and 
director Mohammed Ziarab 
were ordered to pay £2,450, 
with £600 costs, after 
admitting breaches of the 
cosmetics regulations. 

Daniel Anderson, pictured 
left, Enfield Council’s cabinet 
member for the environment, 
welcomed the prosecutions. 

He said: “It beggars belief 
that traders can be told that a 
product is potentially haz¬ 
ardous to health, asked to 
remove it from sale, but then go 
ahead and attempt to sell it.” 

Mr Anderson added: “I am 
delighted that they have been 
hammered with big fines by 
the court.” 

EU rules mean that importers 
have to register cosmetics on 
the Cosmetics Product Notifi¬ 
cation portal and provide proof 
they have had the product 
assessed and passed by a quali¬ 
fied expert. They have to show 
that the cosmetics do not con¬ 
tain any banned ingredients and 
are made in a safe environment. 

There are 1,300 substances 
banned in cosmetics in the EU, 
compared with just 12 in the 
United States.

Deeply absorbing disaster movie 


DEEPWATER HORIZON 
[12A, 108 mins) 

O N April 20, 2010, 
an explosion on the 
oil drilling rig Deep¬ 
water Horizon, located in 
the Gulf of Mexico, 
'esulted in the deaths of 
11 platform workers. 

When the structure 
eventually sank, oil contin- 
jed to gush from the 
sea floor for almost 
three months. 

Pivotal moments from 
this harrowing, real-life 
disaster are recreated with 
testosterone-fuelled swag¬ 
ger by director Peter Berg 
n the action-packed 
thriller Deepwater Horizon. 

Based on a newspaper 
article about the platform’s 
final heart-stopping 
lours, the film reunites 
Berg with leading 
man Mark Wahlberg after 
their successful collabora¬ 
tion on wartime drama 
_one Survivor. 

The sense of dread that 
oervades early scenes 
- the calm before the 
digitally enhanced storm - 
s palpable. 

Scriptwriters Matthew 
Michael Carnahan and 
Matthew Sand hastily 
sketch characters so we 
nave emotional ties to sev¬ 
eral rig workers before the 
nitial devastating blast. 

Wahlberg looks stoic in 
the face of certain death, 


flexing his muscles as an 
action-packed second half 
demonstrates Berg’s brio 
behind the camera. 

Co-star Kurt Russell has 
excellent form with 
on-screen pyrotechnics - 
he valiantly battled the 
raging inferno of Backdraft 
back in 1991 - and forges 
a pleasing on-screen 
partnership here. 

Engineer Mike Williams 
(Wahlberg) kisses his 
beautiful wife Felicia 
(Kate Hudson) goodbye 
before he boards a 
helicopter to the BP- 
owned and operated 
drilling platform Deepwa¬ 
ter Horizon located 
approximately 40 miles off 
the coast of Louisiana. 

Other passengers 
include installation man¬ 
ager Jimmy Harrell 
(Kurt Russell) and third 
mate Andrea Fleytas 
(Gina Rodriguez). 

“This is the well from 
hell, girl,” a co-worker tells 
Andrea, half joking. 

Once they land, Jimmy 
becomes concerned that 
BP officials, including well 
site leader Donald Vidrine 
(John Malkovich), have not 
carried out sufficient 
checks to ensure the drill 
is operating safely. 

Jimmy orders a test, 
which brings back 
concerning yet inconclu¬ 
sive results, and reluc¬ 
tantly he gives the 


go-ahead to continue 
drilling. Crew members 
including Jason Anderson 
(Ethan Suplee) and Caleb 
Holloway (Dylan O’Brien) 
try to make up for lost 
time, but a massive 
blowout tears through the 
121-metre-long rig. 

Survivors of the initial 
blast race against time to 
lower lifeboats into the 
water before flames engulf 
the entire structure. 

Deepwater Horizon cap¬ 
tures the chaos of that 
fateful day and the 
courage of men and 
women who risked their 
lives to save friends and 
co-workers from the rig’s 
twisted metal. 

During some of the big 
set pieces, it’s hard to dis¬ 
cern one figure from 
another in the smoke and 
flames and frenetic cam¬ 
erawork could induce 
motion sickness especially 
in the I MAX format. 

The surprisingly brisk 
running time doesn’t allow 
for huge amounts of char¬ 
acter development before 
the special effects depart¬ 
ment takes over, but our 
heartstrings are certainly 
plucked when key charac¬ 
ters die in the inferno. 

A heartfelt tribute to the 
lost crew over the end 
credits brings the film to a 
sombre close.

T HE Kia Optima has been, by 
Kia’s own admission, under- 
performing in the sales depart¬ 
ment. Part of the problem is that the 
small company hasn’t had the factory 
capacity to offer Europe-specific 
models, but that’s all changed now. 

Kia has pledged to build new mod¬ 
els for new markets and the Optima 
Sportswagon is part of fulfilling that 
goal. In Europe, estate cars make up 
two-thirds of sales and 75 per cent of 
fleet sales in this segment. Kia 
wanted in on the action, which is why 
it’s built its first D-segment estate. 

Aside from being 5mm taller, it’s 
mostly as you were with the saloon. 
Dynamically, the only change is in 
the suspension - damper rates and 
alignment settings have been tweaked 
to accommodate a rearward shift in 
weight distribution and to cope with 
the potential for heavier loads. 

Beauty is in the eye of the beholder, 


but it’s fair to say Kia’s hit the nail 
on the head stylistically. The look 
is clearly inspired by European rivals, 
but it has a character that’s often 
lacking from high-volume manufac¬ 
turers’ cars. 

In an Olympic year, it’s perhaps apt 
that the Korean manufacturer has a 
big hurdle to overcome. Brand image 
is something that takes time to build 
and, in this segment, it’s almost as 
important for buyers to be able to say 
they own a BMW, Mercedes-Benz or 
Audi as it is to have a decent car. 

Kia’s in a good place to leap it, 
however. Opening the Optima’s door, 
you’ll notice it’s heavy and closes 
with a satisfying thud. The interior is 
mostly on a par with the Germans, 
the wheel feels good in your hand if a 
little uncomfortable in GT-Line spec 
and the centre console and buttons 
have the look and feel of more pre¬ 
mium rivals. 

The only letdown is the shiny, 
cheap-feeling, rough plastic that’s 


splashed across the top of the dash¬ 
board. It’s an odd, featureless slab in 
an otherwise upmarket interior. 

For those who put quality, or just 
being a bit different, above showing 
off to others, the Kia won’t feel like 
a compromise. 

In the D-segment, space and practi¬ 
cality are big selling points - it’s why 
estate variants are so popular. The 
Optima Sportswagon’s cargo space 
measures up at 552 litres with the rear 
seats up and 1,686 litres with the seats 
down. This measures favourably 
against many rivals including the 
BMW 3-Series and Audi A4, 
although it’s a good chunk less spa¬ 
cious than a Volkswagen Passat. 

The entry level Optima Sports- 
wagon starts at £22,295 and that feels 
like great value when you’re sat 
behind the wheel. It would be fair to 
say the Optima’s interior is almost on 
a par with the likes of BMW and isn’t 
as far behind more premium manu¬ 
facturers as you might think. 


Considering it undercuts both by a 
few thousand pounds, those looking 
to save the pennies really only have 
badge snobbery to overcome. 

The Optima’s trump card, however, 
is Kia’s seven-year or 100,000-mile 
warranty. It helps bring running costs 
right down and gives welcome peace 
of mind. 

This car has fleet owners firmly in 
its sights. First and foremost, this 
estate model was added to the line-up 
so Kia could get a slice of that sweet 
fleet ownership pie. 

Couple that with decent fuel econ¬ 
omy and you’ve got a solid alternative 
to the established European marques. 

The Optima Sportswagon will also 
appeal to those with large families 
and perhaps a large dog. It provides 
enough space to keep the little ones 
comfortable on long trips and the 
large boot is ideal for keeping a pet 
away from your nice seats without 
feeling guilty about stuffing it in a 
claustrophobic boot.

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Making his point: Mauricio Pochettino wants his Spurs players to be more clinical in front of goal

MANAGER Mauricio Pochettino 
has urged his Tottenham Hotspur 
side to be more clinical in front of 
goal even though they beat Middles¬ 
brough 2-1 on Saturday to climb into 
second place in the Premier League 
table. 

Spurs were utterly dominant in 
the first half at the Riverside and 
two goals from Son Heung-Min put 
them in control. 

However, they were unable to take 
advantage of numerous chances to 
make the game safe and were ulti¬ 
mately forced to survive some anx¬ 
ious moments after Ben Gibson 
pulled one back for the hosts before 
their victory was confirmed. 

“We played very well in the first 
half,” Pochettino said. “I think the 
way we played always pleases and it 
is true that this is how we want to 
play always, but we need to improve 
our percentage in front of goal, to 
be more clinical and score more. 
We created a lot of chances. 

“If you don’t score more goals then 
the second half can be difficult to 
manage. You always allow the possi¬ 
bility of the opponent scoring a goal 
and then you can suffer. But I’m 
happy with the victory, we fully 
deserved the win after the 90 minutes 
and I’m very pleased for everyone. 

“We wanted to follow in the same 
way in the second half but be more 
aggressive, more focused. I’m not 
so happy in the second half because 
we lost it 1-0, but we need to look 
forward, improve and learn. 

“It’s fantastic for us and, of course, 
for Sonny himself that he got the 
goals. He scored twice, gave us the 
three points and that’s important. 
But it’s a collective effort and that’s 
always most important for us. We 
need that mentality.” 

Son’s two goals continued the 
excellent form that he has shown so 


far this season, with the South 
Korean international proving his 
worth to the team after struggling to 
make an impact during his first year 
at the club. 

Both his goals on Saturday were 
excellent strikes, with the first seeing 
him collect Vincent Janssen’s lay-off 


before evading two challenges and 
firing home, while the second saw 
him find the net with a curling shot 
into the top comer from just inside 
the box. 

“I shocked myself for the second 
goal,” he said. “I train every day for 
this type of shot. I lost the ball, but 


I then got it back and took the shot. 

“I feel very good. I felt good last 
season as well, but I got injured. I 
try my best every game. Last season 
was my first in the Premier League 
and now I want to do better. It’s not 
finished, I look forward and will 
work hard every day for Tottenham.” 


Emphatic triumph 
ends losing streak 

HARINGEY BOROUGH brought their poor run 
of form to an end in fine style by romping to a 4-1 
victory at home to Ware in Ryman League Division 
One North on Monday night. 

Borough came into the match on the back of a mn 
of six successive defeats - including Saturday’s 2-0 
loss at home to VCD Athletic in the league - but 
they put that behind them in impressive fashion 
with a dominant display which saw the hosts take 
control from the start. 

All the goals came in the first half, with Dean 
Fenton giving Borough the lead on 20 minutes. 
This clearly lifted the hosts and Ralston Gabriel 
doubled their advantage in the 25th minute before 
Rakim Richards added a third three minutes later.

Kris Newby set the visitors on the way to maxi¬ 
mum points by opening the scoring on 19 minutes 
before Jamie Guy wrapped up their win by adding 
a second 13 minutes from time.

Positive scan results raise hopes of rapid return for Kane 


TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR have been handed 
a boost after scans revealed that Harry Kane’s 
ankle injury is not as bad as was initially 
feared. 

The striker suffered ligament damage during 
Spurs’ Premier League win over Sunderland 
earlier this month and was expected to be out 
of action for up to eight weeks. 

However, hopes are now high that Kane 
will be able to return sooner than this - 
although head coach Mauricio Pochettino 
refused to put a time scale on any possible 
comeback. 

“We’ve received the report about the scan 
and it’s much, much better than we expected,” 
he said. “Maybe we can reduce the time that 


he is out for, but we are happy. The scan was 
very positive, we are very happy about this 
news but still we cannot give a time for how 
long his recovery will be. 

“We are happy because the scan was better 
than we expected. I’m not a doctor, it’s 
difficult to say how long, but it’s true that 
it’s much, much better than we expected and 
that is very positive.” 

Kane is part of a lengthy injury list at 
Tottenham, with Eric Dier, Danny Rose and 
Moussa Dembele (all hamstring) and Moussa 
Sissoko (concussion) also sidelined for last 
night’s Champions League clash against 
CSKA Moscow. 

However, Pochettino is not overly worried 


about the absentees and believes that Spurs 
have the strength in depth in their squad to 
cope with the missing players. 

“They are OK but we don’t want to take a 
risk,” he added. “We have a lot of games 
ahead and it doesn’t make sense to take a 
risk now. 

“When you play in the Champions League, 
a new competition for us, it’s important to 
have a strong squad and to sign players who 
can compete between each other. 

“We are competitive, now we are a bit 
unlucky with injuries but we have depth in 
the squad and it’s a good opportunity for the 
players who don’t play too much. In football 
the squad is important.”
